r'WO miners were shot dead by police to-night, a dozen 
others and several women “were wounded when 

hundreds of miners and their wives attempted to rush 

the pits of the Five Churches Mine at Pecs, Hungary. 


‘One hundred and fifty, feet 
below the pit heads 400 of their 
comrades, sat shivering in the 
dark waiting for ‘a flood in the 
shafts to rise and engulf them— 
or for their employers to grant 
them a twenty per cent. wage 
increase. 2 

The “suicide strikes” deliberately 
destroyed the tmine’s pumping 
machinery before starting their stay- 
in strike last night.’ 

They have caten all the rations 
they took down Into the mine, except 
a few lumps of sugar, The Pecs city 
magistrate sent a letter to the 
strikers, nppealing to them to give up. 
The men sent it back unopencd.
